Sensational Evidence Given 


Before Beef Commission 


New. York Shipper Makes Charges 
of Favoritism and That Stock 


Yards are in the Hands of a 
Gang of Pirates, Etc. 


Winnipeg, August 21— Yesterday’s 
session of the Beef Commission was 
enlivened somewhat by sensational evi- 
ence given by Exporter W. D. Brauer, 
of NewYork, who charged that Gordon, 
Ironsides & Fares, of Winnipeg, had all 
the advantages in businessaccordedbythe 
Canadian Pacific to the detriment of all 
other shippers, and that on account of 
the preference shown that firm it was 
impossible for outsiders to carry on a 
profitable trade in western cattle. He 
claimed that all sorts of favoritism was 
shown to Gordon by C.P.R. officials and 
gave special instances. It is believed 
that there will be some interesting 
developments as the result of Brauer’s 
evidence. He lives in New York, and 
carries on businessin London, Liver- 
pool, New York and Chicago and some 
little in Canada in the exportation of 
live stock and also asa commission 
saJesman in Liverpvol and London. He 
has had some exrerience in Manitoba 
and the territories in buying export cat- 
tle, and some few butcher cattle in Al- 
berta and in Winnipeg from October 1st 
to the middle of November last year, 
when he shipped 11,000 export cattle to 
England, consigned to himeelf, and the 
butcher cattle to Montreal to be sold. 
He bought the bulk of his cattle, about 
000 from P. Burns, and the rest from 
eral dealers and a few small lots in 
e yards in Winnipeg. They were 
eloaded in Winnipeg, after being 
rought here mostly in train loads. 
Asked to state his experience, Mr. 
Brauer stated thathe had had some 
very bitter quarrels with the C. P. R. 
Hig grievance was gainst therailroad com 
pany; he had none against any individ- 
uals. TheC. P. R. did not appear to 
have any control whatever over the 
stock yards. Every man inthe yarde 
had a key which fitted all the locks.

cars hayed and bedded, ready for ship- 


ment to Baltimore, and 22 of them were 
placed in the chute—all it would hold. 
He went to his hotel fora few minutes 
and when he came back 
Gordon had 12 of the cars and was going 
on toload the vest This was about 
10.30. Witness looked for Mr. Evans, 
but he was nowhere to be found and did 
not get back to the stock yards that day 
and no explanation was given. The 
cars had been assigned to the witness 
by Mr. Evans, and the numbers on the 
cars taken by his (witness’) pedpie, He 
laid a complaint to the railway officials 
and had a nasty and bitter quarrel with 
them. He demanded the discharge of 
Evans and charged that the business in 
the yards was done ina wholly unbusi- 
nesslike manner. Finally he withdrew 
his demand forthe discharge on being 
promised that it should not happen 
again. That was in November when his 
cattle were heginning to be pretty well 
shipped out. Now we come to England 
and I have lived there 16 years and 
have sold more cattle than any other 
man who lives today, and I am prepared 
to say that Gordon & Ironsides have no 
advantage there unless the firm could 
secure the handling of their cattle at a 
slightly less rate, whichis not at all 
probable. Mr. Gordon says he does his 
business from $3 to $4 per head cheaper 
than other shippers. : 

Mr. Middleton: ‘‘I rather think his 
first statement wasthat he had this 
advantage over all shippers and he after- 
warde said it referred to ranchers.’’ 

“Mr. Brauer: ‘‘This applies to any 
shipper and I will take the insurance 
and it figures up $219,000, from which 
we may deduct $51,100, which leaves 
$167,900 that Mr.Gordon says he has an 
advantage over other shippers, and now, 
Mr. Chairman, I wish te have Mr. Gor- 
don summoned and made to verify his 
statement or withdraw it, which I think 
is more than right to the other shippers. 
I am sure that we cannot have such a 
statement made and not proven. I wish 
to say that I have no personal feeling in 
this matter and make this statement 
entirely without prejudice aud only in 
the interests of the proper conduct of 
business. I request this commission to 
account tor this $167,900 and to state 
where he has derived that benefit as he 
has not, according to this statement, 
shown where he has derived itfrom any 
condition which obtains in either 
this country or England and that leaves 
it to be derived from the railroads or 


the steamship companies, and we wish 
to know if that is so.

First Harvesters 
Excursion 


Winnipeg, Aug, 21—The first harvest- 
ers excursion, consisting of some five 
thousand men from the Maritime prov- 
inces, is being rushed across the con- 
tinent with all speed by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway COmpany, and it is ex- 
pected that the first of a number of spec:
